After many years of work by 
many different people in many 
different organizations, the 
Through Town Trail Connector — 


a snowmobile trail that connects 


trails north of Grayling to those 
south of town - is complete. It

Frederic man pleads guilty to attempted arson

A Frederic Township man, 
charged with arson last summer 
after he tried to set fire to an old 
ice manufactyring plant, pled 
guilty to a lesser charge of 
attempted arson early last 
thonth. He is due to be sen- 
tenced early this month in 46th 
Circuit Trial Court. 
_ Gerald Arthur Mayhew made 
the plea after he and his attorney 
reached an agreement with 
Crawford ,County Prosecutor 
John Huss, dismissing the origi- 
nal charge of arson of real prop- 
erty, a 10-year felony. Huss also 
agreed to drop a misdemeanor 
disordeily conduct charge pend- 
ing in 83rd District Court. 
In his sworn — testimony 
January 9, before Judge Dennis 
F, Murphy, Mayhew‘ stated, “I 
tried to burn the old ice house” 
on County Road.612 in Frederic 
Township. He described how he 
stuck a piece of paper in a wall 
near some plywood and lit it on 
fire. 
' Frederic Township Fire per- 
sonnel extinguished the fire 
quickly early in the evening of 


August 16. The building suf- 
fered minor smoke damage. 
Witnesses near the scene that 
evening identified Mayhew as 
the person who set the fire and 


told Crawford County Sheriff’s . 


Deputies investigating the fire 
that Mayhew. watched the 
progress of the fire and work of 
the fire fighters from across the 
street.

~The year 2002 has come and 
‘gone, and I’m not sure where it

‘went, It seemed to fly by and 
‘was over before we knew it at 
‘the Animal Shelter. But, 2002 
"was a wonderful year for the 
shelter itself and for the animals 
‘who found their way there. 

» ‘T know you have all heard me 
‘say this before, but things just 
iKeep getting better with the help 
‘of this community and all of the 
‘great volunteers we have. I 
‘thought you’d like an update 
about what’s been happening 
‘and maybe some of last year’s 
‘numbers. 

' Last January, a trailer was 
:donated to us and we set out to 
‘turn it into a facility to house the 
‘many cats we receive. It 
‘became quite costly, but we 
‘received a $2,000 donation (the 
‘donor wishes to remain anony- 
‘mous) toward its completion 
‘and Grayling Township pur- 
‘chased seven beautiful cat cages 
for our use. It is nearly com- 
ue and it is beautiful. 

The new cages ate made of 
PVC and are light and easy to 
‘clean. The cats are not cramped 
‘together and they love it. 

We replaced some old fenc- 
‘ing, put a new roof on the shel- 
‘ter, and it got a new paint job. 
The east fence by the road com- 
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mission fae eh sonverted to 
10° x 20’ and 10’ x 10’ Kennels, 
so fewer dogs have to be put on 
chains. We always seem to get 
a few that are determined to go 
over, under or through the 
fences. Two new storage were 
also purchased. 

If you have not been to the 
shelter lately, we would love to 
have you come and see how 
great things look. I’m sure 
you’ ll like what you see. 

In 2002, we took in a total of 
359 dogs and puppies; 289 of 
them were strays. Only 36 of 
them were returned to their 
owners. The really good news 
is that 91% were placed in new 
homes, sent to Leader Dog 
school, or sent to rescue groups. 

We also took in 296 cats and 
kittens; 286 of them were 
strays. Sadly, only four were 
returned to their owners. We 
placed 86% of the cats and kit- 
tens in new homes or with res- 
cue groups. 

These are impressive numbers 


by any standard and when you | 
consider that nearly all of them ° 


were strays, the numbers 
become even more impressive. 
Not all of these animals were 
the cream of the crop when they 
came tous.

State could save $34 million with land sale 


The Mackinac Center for 
Public Policy, as part of a forth- 
coming study recommending 
more than $1 billion in budget 
_ savings, has found $34 million 
worth of state agriculture depart- 
ment programs Gov. Jennifer 
and: the ‘new 
Legislature can, start on,.as. they 
search for ways to balance 
Michigan’s over-stretched state 
budget. 

In addition, the Center is rec- 
ommending to lawmakers that 
the state fairgrounds in Escanaba 
and Detroit be sold for another 
$59 million in one-time revenue. 

Gov. Granholm is to be con- 


gratulated for setting a budget- 


cutting tone for her new adminis- 
tration. The fiscal pressure exert- 
ed by the current $1.6 billion 
budget deficit gives lawmakers a 
chance to re-evaluate programs 
that are unnecessary or counter- 
productive, or which distort mar- 
ket mechanisms and incentives 
and would be better handled by 
the private sector. 

Indeed, as Granholm herself 
recently told The Detroit News, 
“Any organization has things 
within it that are wants and not 
needs, and all of that needs to be 
reviewed,” And as state Sen. 
James ‘Barcia (D-Bay City) 
recently told the Michigan 
Information and Research 
Service, “Every government, 
from local to staté to federal, has 
areas that can be trimmed with- 
out impacting the quality of life 
for your constituents.”

Frederic man pleads guilty to attempted arson

A Frederic Township man, 
charged with arson last summer 
after he tried to set fire to an old 
ice manufactyring plant, pled 
guilty to a lesser charge of 
attempted arson early last 
thonth. He is due to be sen- 
tenced early this month in 46th 
Circuit Trial Court. 
_ Gerald Arthur Mayhew made 
the plea after he and his attorney 
reached an agreement with 
Crawford ,County Prosecutor 
John Huss, dismissing the origi- 
nal charge of arson of real prop- 
erty, a 10-year felony. Huss also 
agreed to drop a misdemeanor 
disordeily conduct charge pend- 
ing in 83rd District Court. 
In his sworn — testimony 
January 9, before Judge Dennis 
F, Murphy, Mayhew‘ stated, “I 
tried to burn the old ice house” 
on County Road.612 in Frederic 
Township. He described how he 
stuck a piece of paper in a wall 
near some plywood and lit it on 
fire. 
' Frederic Township Fire per- 
sonnel extinguished the fire 
quickly early in the evening of 


August 16. The building suf- 
fered minor smoke damage. 
Witnesses near the scene that 
evening identified Mayhew as 
the person who set the fire and 


told Crawford County Sheriff’s . 


Deputies investigating the fire 
that Mayhew. watched the 
progress of the fire and work of 
the fire fighters from across the 
street.

~The year 2002 has come and 
‘gone, and I’m not sure where it 


‘ 


‘went, It seemed to fly by and 
‘was over before we knew it at 
‘the Animal Shelter. But, 2002 
"was a wonderful year for the 
shelter itself and for the animals 
‘who found their way there. 

» ‘T know you have all heard me 
‘say this before, but things just 
iKeep getting better with the help 
‘of this community and all of the 
‘great volunteers we have. I 
‘thought you’d like an update 
about what’s been happening 
‘and maybe some of last year’s 
‘numbers. 

' Last January, a trailer was 
:donated to us and we set out to 
‘turn it into a facility to house the 
‘many cats we receive. It 
‘became quite costly, but we 
‘received a $2,000 donation (the 
‘donor wishes to remain anony- 
‘mous) toward its completion 
‘and Grayling Township pur- 
‘chased seven beautiful cat cages 
for our use. It is nearly com- 
ue and it is beautiful. 

The new cages ate made of 
PVC and are light and easy to 
‘clean. The cats are not cramped 
‘together and they love it. 

We replaced some old fenc- 
‘ing, put a new roof on the shel- 
‘ter, and it got a new paint job. 
The east fence by the road com- 
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mission fae eh sonverted to 
10° x 20’ and 10’ x 10’ Kennels, 
so fewer dogs have to be put on 
chains. We always seem to get 
a few that are determined to go 
over, under or through the 
fences. Two new storage were 
also purchased. 

If you have not been to the 
shelter lately, we would love to 
have you come and see how 
great things look. I’m sure 
you’ ll like what you see. 

In 2002, we took in a total of 
359 dogs and puppies; 289 of 
them were strays. Only 36 of 
them were returned to their 
owners. The really good news 
is that 91% were placed in new 
homes, sent to Leader Dog 
school, or sent to rescue groups. 

We also took in 296 cats and 
kittens; 286 of them were 
strays. Sadly, only four were 
returned to their owners. We 
placed 86% of the cats and kit- 
tens in new homes or with res- 
cue groups. 

These are impressive numbers 


by any standard and when you | 
consider that nearly all of them ° 


were strays, the numbers 
become even more impressive. 
Not all of these animals were 
the cream of the crop when they 
came tous.

State could save $34 million with land sale 


The Mackinac Center for 
Public Policy, as part of a forth- 
coming study recommending 
more than $1 billion in budget 
_ savings, has found $34 million 
worth of state agriculture depart- 
ment programs Gov. Jennifer 
and: the ‘new 
Legislature can, start on,.as. they 
search for ways to balance 
Michigan’s over-stretched state 
budget. 

In addition, the Center is rec- 
ommending to lawmakers that 
the state fairgrounds in Escanaba 
and Detroit be sold for another 
$59 million in one-time revenue. 

Gov. Granholm is to be con- 


gratulated for setting a budget- 


cutting tone for her new adminis- 
tration. The fiscal pressure exert- 
ed by the current $1.6 billion 
budget deficit gives lawmakers a 
chance to re-evaluate programs 
that are unnecessary or counter- 
productive, or which distort mar- 
ket mechanisms and incentives 
and would be better handled by 
the private sector. 

Indeed, as Granholm herself 
recently told The Detroit News, 
“Any organization has things 
within it that are wants and not 
needs, and all of that needs to be 
reviewed,” And as state Sen. 
James ‘Barcia (D-Bay City) 
recently told the Michigan 
Information and Research 
Service, “Every government, 
from local to staté to federal, has 
areas that can be trimmed with- 
out impacting the quality of life 
for your constituents.”
